This publication is the first edition 

of a new reference work. According to 

the Preface, “The information contained 
in this Directory was collected by means 
of two questionnaires mailed to more than 

4,500 institutions. After the question- , 

naires had been returned to the Associa- 

tion, additional letters were sent to certain 
museums for which the entries required 
further clarification.” No indication is 
given of the basis for the selection of the 
institutions to receive questionnaires, but 
the publisher intends this to be “a defini- 
tive directory listing all museums and 
their facilities,’ and expresses the hope 

“that the Directory will become accepted 

as the standard reference work in the 

North American museum field.” An en- 

larged and improved second edition is 

planned. 

The editor, Erwin O. Christensen, is 
well-known for his writings on American 
popular art and art history in general. 
Since 1946 he has been the Curator of the 
Index of American Design at the National 
Gallery of Art, Washington, D.C. He is 
Director of Publications of the American 
Association of Museums. 

The scope of the Museums Directory is 
described in the Preface as covering “the 
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entire museum field—art, history, sci- 
ence, and special museums. Also included 
are art centers and associations; historic 
houses and historical societies; college and 
university museums; children’s museums; 
aquariums, arboretums, botanical gardens, 
herbariums, planetariums, and zoos; li- 
braries with collections other than books; 
preservation projects; government-spon- 
sored parks, wildlife refuges, and historic 
sites.” 

As indicated in the Table of Contents, 
the Museums Directory is divided into 
four parts: Part 1, Institutions by State 
and Province; Part m, Institutions by 
Name; Part m1, Institutions by Chief Ex- 
ecutive Officer; Part tv, Institutions by 
Category. Part rv also includes lists of in- 
dividual members of the American Asso- 
ciation of Museums, library members of 
the Association, foreign members of the 
Association, and foreign museums asso- 
ciations. Parts 1 to 1v are followed by an 
index of advertisers, an inclusive number 
index to states and provinces (referring 
to the entry numbers in Part 1), a Subject 
Index, and an Index to Governing Author- 
ities. Preliminary pages contain informa- 
tion about the American Association of 
Museums, lists of its officers, and the of- 
ficers of its regional conferences. 

The major part of the volume, 345 pages, 
is occupied by Part 1, Institutions by State 
and Province. Arrangement is alphabet- 
ical by state (or province), alphabetical 
by place within each state, and alphabet- 
ical by name of institution within each 
location. Information given for each insti- 
tution varies according to the complete- 
ness with which the questionnaire was 
filled in, but includes the following cate- 
gories for most: name, dates of establish- 
ment and of building, address, telephone 
number, name of director or other execu- 
tive officer, major collections and special 
holdings, activities and services, publica- 
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tions, governing authority, visiting hours, 
and admission charges. This information 
is presented in concise outline form with, 
in most cases, an adequately full descrip- 
tion of the types of material in the muse- 
um’s collection. This description some- 
times includes the names of individual 
artists of whose work the museum has 
noteworthy examples. Complete informa- 
tion is given for some 3,311 institutions, 
justifying the publisher's claim of listings 
for more than 3,000 institutions. 

Information given, with very few ex- 
ceptions occasioned by post-publication 
changes, is accurate and up to date inso- 
far as it was possible to check. Museums 
which failed to return questionnaires are 
listed by last known names and addresses, 
but no indication is given as to which in- 
stitutions these are. 

See references in Part 1 are from vari- 
ant names of institutions to the form used; 
for example, John Cabot House see Bev- 
erly Historical Society. Place names are 
in boldface, and inclusive entry numbers 
and names of states in boldface appear 
as running heads. 

Institutional and personal members of 
the American Association of Museums are 
indicated by the use of boldface through- 
out Parts 1 and 111. 

Part w lists institutions alphabetically 
by the names under which they appear in 
Part 1, with see references from variant 
forms of the name. No reference is made 
to entry or page number, but the indicated 
location of the museum is sufficient for 
finding the information in Part 1. 

Part m1 is an alphabetical list of chief 
executive officers, indicating the institu- 
tion with which they are associated. 

The list of institutions by category in 
Part tv is a particularly useful feature of 
the Museums Directory. Institutions are 
listed under such categories as Agricul- 
tural, College and University, Herbariums, 
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Natural History, and Zoos. An institution 
may be listed under more than one cate- 
gory if its collections can be so classified. 

The Subject Index includes both sub- 
jects as such (with subdivisions) and 
names of individuals, special collections, 
and artists included in museum collec- 
tions. Reference is made to the entry num- 
bers in Part 1. This index includes see 
references from variant names for the 
same subject; for example, artillery, “see 
ordnance.” It also contains general see 
also references to the category list (Part 
Iv, Institutions by Category) and see also 
references to specific headings in the cate- 
gory list; for example, monkeys “see also 
‘animal farms’ in the category list.” 

The volume is attractively bound in 
dark-blue cloth with gold stamping. The 
entries are well-spaced on a double-col- 
umn page, and the aforementioned use of 
boldface and the capitalization of institu- 
tional names greatly facilitate location of 
information. 

Although the publisher considers this 


a new work, it is to a certain extent an 


enlargement and revision of the Hand- 
book of American Museums (Washington, 
D.C.: American Association of Museums, 
1932), which has long been out of date. 
The earlier publication lists some 1,400 
museums of all types in the United States 
and Canada, giving considerably more de- 
tailed information for each than does the 
Museums Directory. For example, the 
entry in the Handbook for the Metropoli- 
tan Museum covers three and one fourth 
pages; in the Museums Directory it con- 
sists of not quite half a column. The Hand- 
book also contains information about mu- 
seum finances, and population and muse- 
um attendance figures. The Handbook 
seems to have been compiled from various 
earlier directories, and omits such insti- 
tutions as zoological parks, botanical gar- 
dens, and aquariums all of which are in- 
cluded in the Museums Directory. 

The Museums Directory lists substan- 
tially all the art museums covered by the 
American Art Directory (New York: 
Bowker, 1959), the omissions being chiefly 
small local art associations. As might be 
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expected, the American Art Directory, 
dealing with art organizations exclusive- 
ly, gives fuller information for individual 
institutions than is to be found in the Mu- 
seums Directory. The American Art Di- 
rectory was also compiled from question- 
naires, but those institutions which did 
not return the questionnaire are indicated 
with asterisks. 

The Museums Directory of the United 
States and Canada is the only up-to-date 
reference tool covering in detail the gen- 
eral North American museum field, and 
its accuracy and comprehensiveness rec- 
ommend it for purchase by general, sci- 
entific, and art libraries, and by other or- 
ganizations and individuals requiring in- 
formation about museums.

Malobi, a native girl of the Ibo tribe in Nigeria, 
describes her life as it symbolizes and is af- 
fected by the changes in her country. The toy 
which her grandfather carves for her repre- 
sents love and security; the traditional carved 
door of the family hut is emblematic of tribal 
pride. But the country is on the brink of 
achieving political independence, and the clash 
of tradition and progress (i.e., westernization) 
is dominant in Malobi’s life. The conflict be- 
tween the need for economic and industrial 
development and resentment of the “alien 
white man’s” civilization becomes apparent as 
Malobi enters a Christian missionary school 
where she discovers the intense nationalism 
of the educated Nigerian. An indication of the 
progression from the primitive to the contem- 
porary is given in the family religions: the 
mother worships native gods called juju, the 
father is a follower of Mohammedanism, a 
religion which does not attempt to disturb 
African ways; while Malobi is a Christian and 
ultimately marries her schoolmate in a Chris- 
tian ceremony. Although the continuity is 
sometimes abrupt and the treatment only 
brushes the surface of the problems of change, 
the film is visually appealing and conveys a 
feeling of the rapid, sudden developments and 
the uncertainty with which they are being 
met. A good discussion film on present-day 
Africa.

Attractive teen-agers from the Patrick Stevens 
Famous Models Studios act as demonstrators 
in this series of films on good grooming for 
girls, ably narrated by Helen Ross. The girls 
illustrate in simple, easy-to-follow steps such 
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grooming essentials as good posture, standing 
and sitting correctly, caring for and artfully 
arranging the hair, applying powder, lipstick, 
and eye make-up, and selecting clothing and 
accessories to fit both physical characteristics 
and the propriety of the occasion. Improper 
grooming techniques are also depicted and 
serve to emphasize the effectiveness of appro- 
priate skills. The series can be used effectively 
in physical culture and vocation guidance 
classes with young girls who want to improve 
their appearance and also as a refresher for 
women of all ages who are interested in self- 
improvement. 


Harvest of shame. C.B.S. Television 
(C.B.S. reports). Distributor: McGraw- 
Hill Text-Films, 330 W. 42d St., N.Y. 36. 
1960. 54min. $250. 

This dramatic portrayal of the plight of the 
migrant worker in the U.S. was originally 
presented on Thanksgiving Day, 1960. On- 
the-scene reports, chiefly in the southeastern 
states, but also in New Jersey, New York, 
Michigan, and California show whole families 
being transported in overcrowded trucks with 
less provision for comfort and hygiene than 
cattle are given. Interviews with workers and 
their families reveal their low wages, the long 
hours which women and children as well as 
men spend in the fields, the lack of adequate 
sanitary facilities in the camps, the lack of 
opportunity for education, and the actual un- 
dernourishment of this forgotten segment of 
our affluent society. Former Secretary of La- 
bor James Mitchell points out that migrants 
lack any effective voice in government. Nar- 
rator Edward R. Murrow expresses the hope 
that the American public will force some ac- 
tion in their behalf. This is an absorbing and 
moving documentary—excellent proof of tele- 
vision’s power to arouse action with timely 
film reports; union organizations have shown 
particular interest in this film. A documen- 
tary which shows migratory labor in a more 
favorable position is National Film Board of 
Canada’s The back-breaking leaf (BooKLIst 
57:89, O 1 60). 


Highway. Hilary Harris. Distributor: Film 
Images, 1860 Broadway, N.Y. 23. 1959. 
6min. color, $85. 

Hilary Harris photographed this film from be- 
hind the wheel of an automobile. The excep- 
tional recording of sight and sound expresses 
the sense of rhythm and exhilaration one gets 
while driving along a modern highway. The 
rock ’n’ roll score by David Hollister is per- 
fectly synchronized to contrast the intense 
tempo of daytime traffic with the quieter mood 
of nightfall. Highway is not only an interest- 
ing study in motion-picture art that could be 
effectively used in film-as-an-art programs 
for adults, but it also mirrors the automobile’s 
contribution to the modern pace of life. 


How good is a good guy. Roundtable Pro- 
ductions, 139 S. Beverly Dr., Room 333, 
Beverly Hills, Calif. 1960. 21min. $140; 
color, $240. 
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The role of the supervisor is defined and his 
responsibilities illustrated in the presentation 
of problems in three typical supervising situ- 
ations: an appraisal interview, correction of 
work habits, and presenting a new idea. The 
film first illustrates undesirable relationships 
among personnel which result in failure to 
fulfill responsibilities on the part of the su- 
pervisor and lack of respect of the supervisor 
on the part of the employee. It then repeats 
the situations with confident, effective, and 
strong supervisors who are able to bring out 
the best work and the abilities of subordinates, 
illustrating how problems can be handled to 
the mutual satisfaction of both parties as a 
result of strong leadership and mutual under- 
standing of the personalities and problems 
involved. This is an effective film of particular 
use to personnel officers, training directors, 
and all supervisors. 


The language of faces. Director: John 
Korty. American Friends Service Com- 
mittee. Distributor: Contemporary Films, 
267 W. 25th St., N.Y. 1. 1961. 11min. $75. 


Provocative statements and challenging ques- 
tions such as: “We produce more for the 
man who has everything than for the child 
who has nothing,” “Who will limit a limited 
war?” “Are we surrendering freedom in the 
name of defense?” “We have tried to live 
without pain, only to exist without feeling” 
abound in this biting piece of self-criticism 
for U.S. citizens. The film is a vivid, frag- 
mentary, and impressionistic montage of 
coarse-grained candid shots: people in the 
streets, in subways, children at air-raid prac- 
tice, lunch-hour tours of home shelters, Army 
Day parades, planes flying, derelict buildings, 
and finally, of the 1,000-strong Quaker Peace 
Witness outside the Pentagon in November, 
1960. It is a highly symbolic piece of work, 
strong in visual imagery that is not obviously 
related to the excellent narration. There is 
very little live sound, but an unusually effec- 
tive score by Teiji Ito combines with the 
visual to form a poetic unity that is rare in 
the social documentary. By avoiding the trite 
its young director, John Korty, has created 
a film that has vitality and power. It would 
serve as an excellent discussion starter for 
college and adult groups. 


Learning and behavior (The teaching 
machine). C.B.S. Television (C.B.S. Con- 
quest). Distributor: Carousel Films, 1501 
Broadway, N.Y. 36. 1960. 26min. $135. 

A thought-provoking study of the way both 
animals and human beings learn by experi- 


ence. Remarkable experiments by Doctors 
B. F. Skinner and R. J. Herrnstein at the Har- 
vard University Psychology Laboratory dem- 
onstrate the principles of reinforced learning. 
Pigeons learn to operate machines of surpris- 
ing complexity in order to reach dishes of 
food. Other pigeons are even taught to change 
their naturally peaceable behavior and be- 
come aggressive and belligerent. The possi- 
bility of controlling human behavior external- 
ly is then discussed as children are shown 
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learning from teaching machines through a 
similar system of reinforcement. In their case, 
the satisfaction of getting the right answer 
is the reward. A clear, effective presentation, 
easily understandable to the nonprofessional 
viewer, of a fascinating subject. For general 
adult audiences as well as educators. 


Life in the woodlot. National Film Board 
of Canada. Distributor: McGraw-Hill 
Text-Films, 330 W. 42d St., N.Y. 36. 1961. 
20min. color, $180. 

An exceptional film for audiences interested 
in nature study, wildlife conservation, and 
related subjects. Superb camera work and 
a sensitive integration of sound, music, and 
narration make one sense immediately the 
quiet but constant activity of the forest. There 
are wonderful shots of animal activity such 
as the courtship of grouse in spring, wood- 
peckers feeding their young, a raccoon feed- 
ing on wood larvae from an old wood stump, 
and eagles devouring their prey. Other se- 
quences show the lovely wild flowers such as 
trillium, jack-in-the-pulpit, and May apple. 
Throughout the film the viewer is continually 
impressed with the vigorous balance to be 
found in nature and the many kinds of checks 
and balances which are constantly in force to 
preserve it from extinction. Intended for 
showing to junior high, senior high, and adult 
groups.

The technical development of the motion pic- 
ture, and particularly of the sound film, is 
highlighted in this fast-moving survey. From 
Thomas A. Edison’s clumsy Kinetoscope 
through the hand-cranked projector and the 
opening of the first motion-picture houses, to 
the more mobile camera and the more sophis- 
ticated visual art which the films became in 
the early 1920's, the silent film is briefly cov- 
ered. Experiments with sound by Edison, Lee 
DeForrest, and Theodore W. Case progressed 
from the use of poorly amplified recordings 
of random sounds, to synchronized sound 
effects, to the first natural sound film, The 
jazz singer in 1927, then to the development 
of the film sound track, illustrated by a 
montage of voices of contemporary film stars. 
The effect of these developments on the ar- 
tistic quality of the motion picture is touched 
on in a well-written script. Excellent editing 
and aptly chosen clips from old films make 
this an informative and entertaining history 
for audiences from high school through adult. 
A bit of nostalgia for the grown-ups, the film 
might also be used to introduce a program 
on production techniques, on film as an art 
form, or on the development of the motion 
picture as an informational tool. 


Poland and the Soviet power: background 


to recent history. Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica Films, 1144 Wilmette Ave., Wilmette, 
Ill. 1960. 26min. $135; color (special 
order), $270. 

In contrast to Poland: land under communism, 
below, which documents life and society in 
present-day Poland, this film carefully exam- 
ines the political forces that have shaped and 
are shaping Poland’s history. It briefly gives 
the background of World War u, the Yalta 
agreements, and the subsequent seizure of 
power by the Communists backed by Soviet 
might. Then, in greater detail it gives the 
significance of the October uprisings in Poz- 
nan in 1956 and the way these subsequently 
led to greater individual freedom and an eas- 
ing in church-state relations. The film also 
explains the sobering lesson to the Communist 
leadership of the ruthless suppression by the 
Russian army of the Hungarian revolt and 
how this brought full realization that Poland, 
if it is to survive, must follow the dictates of 
Russian policy. A disturbing and provocative 
production, excellent for discussion programs 
on communism and world affairs. As an in- 
formational film on Poland it is less broad 
than Poland: land under communism but be- 
cause it takes a more limited area it reveals 
its subject in greater depth. 


Poland: land under communism. Camera- 
man: Kenneth Richter.

Through the lives of two Polish families, rep- 
resenting respectively the agricultural and the 
industrial way of life, are seen the country’s 
position suspended between its official com- 
munism and its people’s pride in their national 
heritage. Striving for objectivity, the film 
points out that Poland has more freedom than 
most other Communist countries but under- 
lines the uncertain future facing its people 
under state control. In spite of government 
discouragement, the people still strongly ad- 
here to Roman Catholicism, farms are still 
family owned, although the peasant is en- 
couraged to collectivize, and some small-scale 
craft enterprises are still privately owned al- 
though the state owns all heavy industry, 
commerce, the press, and the schools. Po- 
land’s economy, dependent on the Soviet 
Union, is geared entirely to heavy industry, 
the products of which are exported mostly to 
the U.S.S.R. Consumer goods are in short 
supply, and housing is scarce with space lim- 
ited to one or two rooms per family. Sur- 
rounded by Communist or Communist-bloc 
countries, Poland has but one guarantee for 
her disputed borders—her military alliance 
with the Soviet Union. In the universities 
there is “freedom of conversation, but not 
freedom of speech or freedom of the press.” 
In the cities, young people respond to Ameri- 
can jazz, Western literature, and other forms 
of Western culture, in spite of official dis- 
couragement. War-torn areas are being re- 
built in the ancient traditions, and a brief 
view of Poland’s Golden Age in the sixteenth 
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Miss Lavinia Bagshot, an eccentric English- 
is linked to the people’s enduring efforts for 
national identity. Useful factual information 
provided in the narration is enhanced by 
evocative views of the people of Poland and 
their environment. The film touches only the 
high lights of a complex situation: its value 
lies in its use as a stimulant to more detailed 
thought, learning, and discussion in secondary 
schools and among adults. See also Poland 
and the Soviet power, above.

Julien Bryan’s introduction to tropical Africa 
follows the same pattern as his other films 
on continents and world areas such as his 
Middle East (Booxkuist 55:539, Je 1 59) and 
South America (Bookuist 57:269, Ja 1 61). 
Tropical Africa includes those areas across 
central Africa—two thirds of the continent— 
until recently held as colonies by European 
powers and which in many cases still are 
colonies. Philip Stapp’s clever animation con- 
denses in a few moments the history of the 
continent showing the principal forces that 
shaped the destiny of its peoples: ivory, gold, 
and slaves. Following this there is a brief 
review of geographical factors and of cultural 
patterns that grew out of tribal organization, 
but the emphasis of the film is on the forces 
of change—economic, social, and political— 
that are breaking down the old ways of life 
and the old relationships between the Negro 
and the European. It reveals the native 
African’s struggle for improved health facili- 
ties, for better schools—while showing the 
importance of mission schools—and, most im- 
portant to the Negro, the struggle for self- 
government. Julien Bryan has attempted to 
cover a vast and complicated area of world 
problems; at times these are too great for 
the scope of his film and it becomes super- 
ficial and unclear. Some specific criticisms: 
the historical survey is so brief it tends to 
distort the past; there is insufficient emphasis 
on political tensions so that too often tropical 
Africa seems simply a nice place to live; the 
film shows none of the shantytowns that the 
Negroes have moved into when they leave 
the country for the urban centers; British 
Africa is adequately covered, but there is 
almost nothing on the Belgian and Portuguese 
territories. However, in spite of these signifi- 
cant omissions this film does provide consider- 
able solid material from which to launch a 
discussion, and no other film available com- 
bines as much material with the over-all 
standards of technical excellence. 


Ukiyo-e (Prints of Japan). Art Institute 
of Chicago with the assistance of the 
Japan Society, New York. Distributor: 
Brandon, 200 W. 57th St., N.Y. 19. 1960. 
27min. color, $325. 


This visual survey of the develc ment of 
Japanese wood-block printing relaies the art 
to the history and culture of Japan in the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries when it 
flourished. Stemming from an_ illustrated 
guidebook to the city of Edo (Tokyo) created 
by Moronobu in 1677, ukiyo-e progressed from 
black-and-white through two-color to full- 
color “pictures of the floating world.” As 
feudalism declined and the urban merchant 
class rose to power in Japan, successive artists 
described daily life with its commerce and 
industry, the kabuki theater’s actors, audi- 
ences, and customs; famous beauties of the 
city’s “gay quarters”; and the varied home 
activities of wives and daughters of the 
merchant class. After two centuries of peace, 
Japan became restless. Clan warfare erupted 
and foreign influence began to appear, mark- 
ing the end of Japan’s isolation and the end 
of the age of ukiyo-e. The last artists of this 
period took a final look at their country while 
it was all Japanese, portraying the city crowd, 
the country inn, the land in all its seasons. 
Art students will find gratifying Francis 
Haar’s photography showing the delicate 
prints in full view and in detail. Oliver Stat- 
ler’s informative script, narrated by James 
Michener, is helpful to students of art history 
and of the history and culture of Japan. 
Skillful editing, with smooth transitions in 
both commentary and film, help make 
Ukiyo-e not only a useful document but an 
enriching experience, an asset to museum or 
public library programs. The production was 
supervised by Margaret O. Gentles, associate 
curator of Oriental art, Art Institute of Chi- 
cago.

Before the 
day is out her aunt is hospitalized and Catrin, 
to whom living in such an ancient, remote 
place seems unbearable, finds herself the 
unwilling guardian of the Priory. How she 
manages alone, succumbs to the beauty of her 
surroundings and the country life, and falls 
in love with a young farmer-playwright are 
sensitively told in a strongly atmospheric 
first-person narrative.
